Education Programs 


Among those whose income is 
less than the minimum necessary 
for a decent subsistence are those 
who cannot earn their living be- 
cause of physical unfitness or lack 
of educational training. 

A combination of public health, 
nutrition, education and regional§ 
development programs. would 
create additional job opportunities 
and supply workers fit to fill these 
jobs. Relatively small government 
expenditures for health and educa: 
tion yield a high national dividend. 
It is more economical to prepare 
S people to earn a decent living than 
to care for them through relief. 

The Federal Government is now 
spending a large amount of money 
for health and education programs 
for war veterans, but general ex- 
penditures in these fields are rela- 
tively small. I urge the Congress 
to give early consideration to ex- 
panded peacetime programs of 
public health, nutrition and educa- 
tion. A .

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16—(AP) 
A bill to continue high wartime 
excise taxes at the present rate in- 
definitely was introduced in the 
House today and Republican tax 
Managers moved to push it 
through quickly. 

The bill, H. R. 1030, was offered 
by Rep. Grant (R-Ind). President 
Truman had requested such legis- 
lation. 

The decision of Republican tax

stand on their part. They explained 
la that it is necessary to pass the bill 
if income taxes are to be cut. 

Chairman Knutson (R-Minn) of 
the Ways and Means Committee 
told newsmen it will be given pri- 
Mority over H. R. 1, the income tax 
cut, and everything else and may 
by approved by the committee at 
its first meeting tomorrow. 

The wartime excise rates—on 
liquor, jewelry, cosmetics, phone 
calls and many other things—wer 
slated for automatic reduction July 
1 because hostilities officially end- 
ed last Dec. 31, 

Knutson and other. Republican 
had expressed the intention of pass- 
me ing legislation to put the reductions 
into effect before July 1—as quickly 
as possible, so that customers would 
not defer purchases in anticipation 
if lower prices July 1, to the det- 
ie riment of the businesses concerned.

the Italian government is faced, 
and that sincere efforts are being 
made by our. officials to find 
means to alleviate your country’s 
most urgent needs. 


“Signor de Gasperi’s recent visit 
in “Washington has afforded us 
a most pleasurable opportunity to 
review questions of interest to our 
two governments. In particular, 
our Officials have recéived a better 
understanding of Italy’s present 
requirements and of the outstand- 
ing job of reconstruction which 
your government and people are 
undertaking. 


“In yourscommunication of Nov. 
26, 1946, you informed me‘of the 
grave emergency with which your 
government was confrontéd due 
to difficulties in the fulfillment. of 
the U.N.R.R.A. grain program.
